Judge Ryan ordered the 
trio to sign the pay order 
after hearing testimony in a 
suit

In a summation of his 
findings. Judge Ryan told 
the commissioners “through 
lack of action, a re 
a t ­ 
tempting to do what the law 
says they cannot do.”

influence who is hired or 
fired by county department 
heads.

Roberts said his opinion of

The baking industry warned 
of a bread shortage this 
spring. 
“There is an arrogance at 
the USDA in which they take 
pride in saying ‘we don’t 
know,’” Jackson exclaimed 
at a rally organized by the 
A m e r i c a n 
B a k e r s 
Association as part of an 
effort to put pressure on the 
administration and Congress 
to 
see 
that 
ad eq u ate 
domestic supplies of wheat 
are assured. 
The ABA has been com­ 
plaining that U. S. com­ 
m itm en ts to sell 
w heat 
overseas would cut deeply 
into domestic supplies. 
ABA president Robert J. 
Wager told the rally “ unless 
swift 
action 
is 
taken. 
American consumers face 
the grim prospect of a bread 
shortage this spring and our 
industry may go over the 
brink to economic ruin 
Wager did not renew' the 
industry’s forecast several 
weeks ago that bread could 
go 
to 
$1 
a 
loaf. 
A dm inistration 
officials 
from President Nixon on 
down have ridiculed this. In 
Pittsburgh, a Pennsylvania 
Bakers Association director, 
Ricco Leana, said Monday $1 
may be a high estimate but 
“ I can easily see how- it will 
be 75 cents soon. 
Wager said at the rally on 
Capitol Hill that Agriculture 
Department figures indicate 
the United States has “a 


nearly zero” wheat reserve 
yet continues to export. 
Jackson, whose rem arks 
w ere punctuated by a p ­ 
plause from ABA members 
overflowing a 500-seat room, 
said 
there 
had 
been 
no 
improvement in Agriculture 
Department assessments of 
wheat exports since a 400 
million bushel sale to Russia.

Ralph Nader said iodav the 
major oil companies were 
attempting to kill smaller 
com petition 
at 
both 
wholesale and retail levels at 
the expense of the American 
consumer 
A group of FTC lawyers 
h a v e 
r e c o m m e n d e d 
breaking up parts of eight 
big firms. Nader said the 
FTC aim was to increase 
competition and said that 
without it, consumer prices 
of gasoline and other fuels 
will soar. 
Nader, the consumer ad­ 
vocate, contended that the 
big oil concerns are not 
importing all the oil they can 
because they can get higher 
prices in Europe, Japan and 
elsewhere in the world. 
Nader said on the NBC-TV 
Today Show that there was 
“ a contrived relationship 
between supply and demand 
to keep the domestic price of 
oil and gas high.” 
“ And the tragedy of it all 
is, it is now moving into, in 


effect, a rapacious attempt 
tu drive out 
the sm all 
business competitor at the 
retail and wholesale level so 
that the greater share of the 
oil companies’ profits— the 
big oil companies—can come 
from the retail base.

agency. 
The gardening boom 
is 
definitely on, with the latest 
Gallup Poll 
showing that 
th ree 
million 
m ore 
A m ericans took up g a r ­ 
dening last year compared to 
1972 figures. The poll also 
shows that four out of every 
ten families in the U.S., or 
about 
27 .million 
families, 
have a 
hom e vegetable 
garden. 
Why the sudden spurt to 
return to Mother Nature to 
till the soil, to live off the 
land? 
“ I t’s 
a 
m a tte r 
of 
econom ics 
for 
most 
families.” Risinger stated. 
“The increase in food prices 
during the past year has 
hoon 'I pi ior ffw'tnr in thn 
m ushroom ing interest in 
gardening. Most gardeners 
should be able to save from 
$200 to $300 a year on their 
grocery bills. 
“ And no one can deny the 
im proved 
flavor 
and 
freshness of home grown 
vegetables. 
Plus th e y ’re 
available when you want 
th e m ,” 
he 
noted. 
“ The 
current fertilizer shortage as 
well as a shortage of com­ 
mercial seed may keep down 
c o m m e r c i a l 
v e g e ta b le 
production in some areas 
this year." 
Gardening can also play 
an important role in the 
c u rren t 
energy 
crisis. 
Risinger pointed out. With 
fresh produce in the back 
yard, trips to the super­ 
market 
can 
be 
reduced. 
Gardening also 
provides a 
form of rec reatio n 
that 
brings 
about 
fam ily 
to g eth ern ess. Again, this 
helps keep family members 
at home and out of those gas­ 
consuming automobiles. 
“ And the health aspect 
ca n ’t 
be overlooked,” 
he 
e x p l a in e d . 
“ G a r d e n in g 
provides good, wholesome 
exercise in the outdoors.” 
How do you get started in 
producing 
your 
favorite 
vegetable’’ 
“ Begin with a small plot,” 
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advises the county agent, 
“and if you and your family 
really have the desire, you 
can always expand. A plot 20 
feet by 20 feet can produce 
plenty of vegetables for a 
family of four. Remember 
that time and work are in­ 
volved. so don’t go over­ 
board. Also, grow only the 
things that you and your 
family enjoy most and those 
that cost the most at the 
superm arket.” 
Texans are blessed with a 
good climate and a long 
growing season that makes 
gard en in g 
even 
m ore 
profitable, R isinger said. 
Spring and Fall gardens can 
produce an abundance of 
fresh vegetables. 
‘‘So join in the gardening 
c r a z e ,” 
invites 
the 
specialist. ‘The rewards are 
many. And don't dally; the 
spring gardening season is 
just around the corner.”

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Alcoholism Traps 
Many Americans

Alcoholism takes its toll of 
Am ericans. 
The 
alcholic 
tak es 
to 
alcohol like a duck takes to 
w ater, and if he doesn’t stop, 
spends most of his time 
swimm ing. It is a disease 
that gets increasingly worse 
as the drinking continues, 
and while he or she flounders 
about in their private snake 
pit, the family suffers deep 
em otional im pact as well. 
A 
m e r r y - g o - r o u n d , 
alcoholism 
is 
a 
situation 
where one person drinks too 
much and gets drunk and 
others react to his drinking 
and its consequences. The 
drinker 
responds 
to 
this 
reaction and drinks again. 
This sets up a merry-go- 
round of blam e and denial, to 
a downward spiral which 
characterizes alcholism. 
An alcoholic can be any 
age 
T oday, 
m ore 
than 
450,000 teens between the 
ages of 9 through 12 are 
considered alcoholics. But 
they form only a small count 
of the num ber of persons in 
this country afflicted with 
this disease. 
A lcoholism s ta rts with 
only 
one drink 
and 
the 
drinker who becomes an 
alcoholic learns quickly that 
the use of alcohol m akes him 
feel better. To him it is a 
blessing; 
that for a few 
hours, floats him away from 
his troubles, the pressures of 
his work, the harassm ent 
from his m a te ; it reduces his 
tension 
and 
fe a rs, 
and 
rem oves his lonliness and 
solves all his problems. 
At the beginning of his 
illness, the alcoholic will 
drink hard and fast in front 
of other, but m ay soon start 
hiding the am ount he con­ 
sum es from others, an d - 
u n fo rtu n a te ly for h im -h e 
cannot stop with two drinks. 
During a lecture at an Al- 
Anon meeting, given by an 
adm itted alcoholic woman 
who has now been on the 
wagon for over two years, 
she 
ex p lain ed 
th a t 
her 
m other was an alcoholic, her 
parents were divorced when 
she was eight years old, and 
for the better part of her 
teenage life she lived with a 
grandm other. 
She em phasized that these 
were not excuses for her 
alcoholism ; m erely a look 
into 
h er 
background. 
Eventually she was m arried 
and did all the things ex­ 
pected of a wife and mother. 
She attended FTA m eetin g s- 
which she hated—and as her 
husband s joo becam e muu- 
dem anding and her children 
found their own outlets for 
entertainm ent, she began to 
feel unloved, unwanted and 
depressed.

we began to have a night­ 
cap,” she said. 
And she 
noted that it was always her 
idea, to have the drinks.

Records 


Necessary 


T axpayers can lose a $750 
dependency exem ption if 
they don't keep good records 
of their support for depen­ 
dents not living with them, 
W. T. Coppinger, district 
director of Internal Revenue 
for North Texas, said today.

records can cause taxpayers 
to lose a $750 dependency 
exem ption to which they d 
otherwise be entitiea. Abu 
other taxpayers may face 
the chore of assembling the 
needed records months aftei 
the expenses were paid 
Coppinger said that of the 
five tests 
that 
taxpayers 
m ust m eet to satisfy the 
legal 
re q u ire m e n ts 
tor 
claim ing another person as a 
d ep en d en t, the one t a x ­ 
payers find most difticult is 
the support test. 
To satisfy the support test, 
you m ust show what it cost to 
support your dependents for 
the year, and how much of 
this 
you 
provided. 
I t s 
naturally more difficult to 
gather such records for a 
child who does not live at 
home, or for a parent or 
another relative in another 
city, than it is for depen­ 
dents living with taxpayers. 
Close relatives including 
. ch ild ren , 
g ran d c h ild ren , 
brothers, 
sisters, 
parents, 
g ra n d p a re n ts, aunts and 
uncles do not have to live 
♦ w ith 
you to 
qualify 
as 
dependents.

“ Alcoholism is the height 
of darkness; from which no 
one can pull you; you m ust 
climb out alone.” 
When a family m em ber of 
an alcoholic turns to Al-Anon 
for help, he or she often finds 
that by helping them selves 
they 
a re 
helping 
the 
alcoholic, too. 
The w om an m entioned 
above was accom panied by 
her husband who also talked 
at length about why he had 
failed his wife and why he 
had failed to see her drinking 
problem sooner and how we, 
all of us, get caught up in our 
own webs. 
“ As a young boy,” he said, 
“ I was a loner of sorts-not 
responding 
too 
well 
to 
people, but able to handle 
m echanical things.” 
He was in and out of 
college, at tim e feeling that 
the college did not a p ­ 
preciate his capabilities, but 
a t 
the sa m e 
time, 
not 
knowing quite how to handle 
it. 
Soon after he m arried his 
wife, he re-entered college 
and took a part-tim e job, but 
soon quit both, and off they 
went to California. 
Things were 
not 
much 
brighter there, so on his 
return he went back to the 
old company on a full-time 
basis where he has rem ained 
every since. 
He grew in proficiency in 
his work and was transferred 
to the Metro area 15 years 
ago to assum e a job of 
resp o n sib ility 
d irec tin g 
others. 
But now 
the old 
u n ea sin e ss re tu rn e d . 
He 
was not sure that he was all 
that good at handling people. 
His job b ecam e m ore 
dem anding and soon he was 
spending 60 to 70 hours a 
week at the office, and less 
and less 
ti me with his 
tam ily. 
It was about this tim e that 
his wife seem ed to be having 
just one physical problem 
after another, and after a 
grueling day at work, he 
would come home to face 
house work and taking care 
of her. And deep inside the 
resentm ent began to build. 
All this tim e, his wife was 
secretly hitting the bottle 
pretty good but his pent up 
resentm ent of her and his 
situ atio n kept him from 
recognizing that 
she was 
desperately in need of help. 
“ Besides, I told myself, I 
had been handling people 
pretty well. H adn’t I been 
living with people in my own 
hom e," he said. 
But, 
w hen 
he 
looked 
around one day, he found 
they were not doing that 
well; his kids hardly knew 
him, and his wife was in 
Timberiawn. Not much of a 
success story. Even at this 
tim e he would not let himself 
believe his wife was an 
alcoholic. 
“ Finally, one day. I got 
this call saying my wife was 
entering Serenity House, and 
thank God, she could see 
through her drunkenss to 
m ake the effort to cope with 
her problem ." he related. 
Today, his wife in AA and 
his 
alm o st 
fulltime 
in­ 
volvement in the Al-Anon 
Fam ily Group has given this 
family another chance. 
He related that even at his 
first Al-Anon meeting he was 
offended and felt resentm ent 
that 
they 
should 
assum e 
that he needed help or that 
they could give him help. 
But 
som ething kept 
him 
going back. 
Today this m an lectures to 
o th er 
Al-Anons 
and 
is 
grateful for the help he found 
there. He expressed belief 
that it is necessary for an Al- 
Anon to accept part of the 
blam e and adm it 
failure 
before the family can reach 
the 
plateau. 
Al-Anon, 
he 
believes, has the ability to 
help people who will let 
them selves be helped.
